There are diseases that have a mod- 
icum of acceptance in today’s 
society. You have cancer? Oh, you 
poor man. Alzheimer’s? It happens 
to everyone. Diabetes? Just one of 
the boys. 

AIDS? 

You didn’t use a condom. You 
take risks, you get burned. It’s a gay 
disease. 

In fact, according to a fact sheet 
released by the AIDS Network of 
Edmonton, the rates of infection in 
women and children are increasing. 
This year’s World AIDS Day (Dec. 
|) has the theme “AIDS and the 
Family: Families Take Care,” empha- 
sizing two things. 

First of all, it isn't just homosex- 
ual males that get infected. HIV cases 


in women is now estimated at around 
six million, and rising. In many coun- 
tries, the female to male infection 
ratio is two to one. Oh, yes. One 
million of the world’s HIV cases are 
children. 

Secondly, AIDS doesn’t just affect 
those with the virus; the victim's fam- 
ily, friends, even his co-workers are 
all altered by the disease. They can be 
the greatest source of support or the 
greatest source of rejection. 

World AIDS Day is a focus of ef- 
forts to raise public awareness of HIV 
and AIDS, and perhaps spur the de- 
velopment of more advanced 
treatments.

If the coalition was only inter- 
ested in supporting fiscally 
responsible government, it would 
have given an award to our New 
Democrat neighbours in Saskatch- 
ewan. For a generation, Tommy 
Douglas and Allan Blakeney man- 
aged to balance budgets while 
developing comprehensive health 
and social services in the prairie’s 
Poorest province. A few years of 
Conservative profligacy under 
Grant Devine in the 1980s left the 
province with a 15 billion dollar 
debt and a larger per capita annu- 
al deficit than Alberta. Yet in the 
three years since that corrupt re- 
gime was turfed out by the voters, 
Roy Romanow’s new New Demo- 
crat government has again 
eliminated the deficit and restruc- 
tured government services, 
practising what Klein has so far 
only preached. 

But the National Citizen's Coa- 
lition doesn’t like Ralph Klein 
because he's careful with money 
Rather, they admire his willing- 
ness to implement an extremist 
anti-government agenda. Through 
jail privatization, dismantling of 
the welfare system, selling off of 
liquor stores, and subversion of 
Medicare, the Klein agenda has 
coincided exactly with that of the 
National Citizen's Coalition: 
“More freedoms through less gov- 
ernment.” 

So far, the targets have been rel- 
atively easy. Though welfare cuts 
have forced thousands out of Al- 
berta, the poor have no voice and 
we don’t hear or feel the pain. 
Unless you once worked for the 


ALCB, the impact of liquor privati 
zation has been an extra two bits 
on a six pack; and few will com- 
plain now that it’s easier and 
quicker to register your car or geta 
marriage license at the new private 
registries 

But if the bors d'oeuvres have 
been light and tasty, it remains to 
be seen if the middle class will 
choke on the main course, which 
promises to be heavy indeed. Most 
indigestible of all the items on the 
menu is the plan to destroy univer- 
sal health care 

We like our health care system. A 
recent opinion poll found 56% of 
Canadians are satisfied, compared 
with only 10 percent of Americans 
Even Canadian physicians are more 
satisified than American doctors. A 
frontal assault on public health care 
will not be successful. The Klein 
agenda, therefore, is to destroy the 
system through a process of steady 
erosion 

The strategy has two elements, 
dubbed “omission and commis- 
sion” by prominent local lawyer 
Kevin Veehan. Omission by reduc- 
ing funding for health care, 
permitting extra billing under the 
guise of “facility fees,” closing hos- 
pital beds, and removing important 
procedures like eye examinations 
from coverage. Commission by 
changing legislation to promote 
private health care. 

In a recent speech to the Alberta 
Hospitals’ Assocation, Feehan list- 
ed 13 pieces of government 
legislation passed in the last ses- 
sion alone which mandate or 
encourage privatization, the ma- 


jority affecting health care. The 
government is also planning to al- 
ter the Medical Professions Act to 
permit physicians to operate their 
practices as charities by setting up 
private foundations which will act 
as a tax shelter, a move promoted 
especially by Dr. Gimbel, a promi- 
nent eye surgeon. Already, anyone 
with $1,275 can get immediate cat- 
aract surgery through the Gimbel 
clinics, bypassing months or years 
on the public waiting lists 

American and Canadian firms can 
smell the blood, and are scrapping 
for pieces of the medicare corpse. 
Foreign and local interests are com- 
peting to buy Calgary's Holy Cross 
Hospital and operate it as a private 
facility with fees of up to $1,500 
U.S. per day. Rich old men with 
$4,500 can get the latest micro- 
wave prostate surgery offered in 
Edmonton and Calgary by Prostate 
Treatment Centres of Spokane, a 
superior procedure unavailable 
through Alberta health care. Health 
Plus Development Corp. has al- 
ready bought land south of Calgary 
where it plans to build a complete- 
ly new private hospital. And private 
magnetic resonance imaging clin- 
ics in both the major cities offer 
advanced diagnostics without that 
potentially fatal wait that we regu- 
lar Joes have to endure. 

Most dangerous of all Alberta's 
schemes is the steady funneling of 
public tax dollars to facilities like 
the Gimbel clinics which offer ac- 
cess only to those who can pay. 
Though “extra billing” is theoreti- 
cally banned in Canada, physicians 
are allowed to charge a “facility 


The shattered mosaic 


Neil ‘Bissoondath 


Bissoondath argues—at times 
quite convicingly—that rather than 
fostering understanding and ac- 
ceptance of the Canadian cultural 
mosaic, forced multiculturalism 
actually results in an atmosphere 
of distrust and divisiveness. In part 
this comes from what Bissoondath 
calls the effect of exoticism, where 


| cultures are simplified and only

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“Cultural heritage is not always a 
pretty thing. It involves the good 
and the bad, the attractive and the 
unattractive, reasons for pride and 
reasons for shame.” 

He also asserts that multicultur- 
al policies divides the loyalties of 
many Canadians. By encouraging 
individuals to identify themselves 
as hyphenated Canadians (Irish- 
Canadian, Ukrainian-Canadian, 
etc.) their loyalty and their identity 
will never be fully Canadian. 

He gives as one example the re- 
cent incidences of Canadians of 
Serbian descent returning to fight 
for their “homeland.” “We have 
encouraged that. We have told them 
through multiculturalism that they 
are ‘Serbian-Canadians:’ We have 
told them that the ‘old’ country of 


their parents or their grandparents 


is, in fact, more important than this: 
country.

sciously refused to allow himself to 
be a “hyphenated” Canadian. In- 
stead, he identifies himself as 
simply Canadian. 

“I see myself as a Canadian and 
my loyalties are to this country. I 
don’t know Trinidad anymore. I 
have no idea what is happening 
there, andI don’t particularly care. 
Yet there is a view out there, justi- 
fied and legitimized by our official 
multiculturalism, that says I don’t 
really belong here either.”

ay Ingram’s The Burning House, 
J: new soft science release, 
promises to unlock the mysteries 
of the brain. “The brain is a sub- 
ject--from a scientific point of 
yiew--worth writing about,”’ said 
Ingram, recently in Edmonton on 
a book tour. “It makes the perfect 
connection with us, because most 
of the stuff in this book you can 
experience.” 

The former CBC radio host of 
Quirks and Quarks pointed out that 
everyone has a brain keeping track 
of where their arms and legs are at 
any time. To prove his point, he 
offers a nifty little parlour trick in 
the book. The trick is entertaining, 
educational, and you need only 
yourself, a couple of friends and a 
vibrator. 

It's also probably not what you're 
thinking. 


Parlour trick 


However, that parlour trick is 
also revealing of how Ingram con- 
structs an atmosphere of quiet 
humour, quelling intimidation of 
hard science fact, while at the same 
time whetting curiosity. 

The Burning House provides a 

fairly coherent coverage of brain 
study: history, anatomy, and tech- 
nique, along with anecdotes 
illustrating how damage in this 
area affects that function, and so 
on. 

The book’s title comes from the 
second section on “neglect.”’ In a 
clinical sense, neglect occurs when 
ssomeo ne sees and is proven to see 
scenes but fails to comprehend 

portions of them. 

Stroke victims, for example, were 
shown pictures of two nearly iden- 

tical houses. Nearly all of them 

declared they would rather live in 
one house rather than the other. 
They reasons they cited included 

ore room, a better view, a nicer 
neighborhood. 

Not one person noticed flames 
icking from the windows on the 
left side of the house they shunned.

Although unable to articulate 
why, no one wanted to live in the 
burning house. 

Other parts of the book illumi- 
nate such curiosities as the 
homnuculus, that oddly-shaped 
humaniod representative of the 
brain's map of the body; faces, 
and the special effort the brain 
devotes to their recognition; short 
and long-term memory; and 
dreams. : 

When it comes to the latter, In- 
gram poses the question as to 
whether they are the brain's meth- 
od of remembering, assimilating 
or forgetting. 

By necessity, a majority of brain 
research centres on people who 
have suffered injury. The compas- 
sion with which Ingram treats the 
bizarre-by-nature study of his sub- 
jects boosts his credibility. And 
when he consolidates his subject 
matter with a dollop of concisely 
phrased hard science he does teach 
you. 


Uneven content 


But even in spite of that suc- 
cess, the book is remarkably 
uneven in content. Why does In- 
gram include a long and bumpy 
passage on phrenology; the far- 
out face-in-Mars bit; and a pointed 
piece on Freud. Not too mention 
a whole damned chapter on out- 
of-body experiences. 

On the latter, he candidly re- 
sponds: “It is a sensational topic, a

very weird phenomenon that eve- 
ryone's heard of. And it does tell 
you something about the brain, 
however peripheral. 

“I would turn it around and say, 
if 1 hadn't written that chapter, F 
would have got questions from now 
to the end of time: ‘What about 
out-of-body experiences?” 

Ingram adds: “It can’t all be un- 
relenting information, right? We all 
need a break, and that chapter is a 
bit of a break.” 

Well, I have nothing against 
weird, but why do we have to waste 
sO many trees on long disproved, 
pseudo-science, coincidence, and 
paranormal activity that hasn’t re- 
ceived any serious scientific pursuit 
in 20 years? 

The logical connections Ingram 
uses to tie these portions in with 


the rest of the book are forced and 
weak. He set a welcoming tone in- 
itially; these chunks jar. I feel like 
I've been suckered into a super- 
market tabloid 

So, if you're a hard-core, soft-sci- 
ence junkie, you may have already 
encountered some of the informa- 
tion you'd find in The Burning 
House. Still, that doesn’t preclude 
it's novel entertainment value. And 
the list for additional reading may 
lead you to another fix 


Mumbling 


You won't read the book with- 
out mumbling, “I knew that,” and 
more importantly: “I hadn't con- 
sidered that.” 

If you are a curious novice you 
may gain a working knowledge of

intent. His is a layman's authority; 
brains constitute a large part of his 
resume. 

“I think we go through life--es- 
pecially those of us living in urban 
environments--not really aware of 
nature, and in the city much of

Cowboy Crooner’s Story Falls Short

Ian Tyson’s life story should be 
interesting enough. The Alberta 
resident has scored fame as both a 
folk singer and cowboy crooner 
And in his 30 years in the recording 
industry, he’s hob-knobbed with 
some legendary and colorful peo- 
ple - Buddy Holly, Bob Dylan and 
piano man-turned-woman Adrian 
Chornowol. 

But this book is lame. Almost 
excruciatingly so - even though it’s 
a meagre 82 pages in length (112 
pages if you include the sheets to 
11 songs and a list of his 31 record- 
ings). 

In fact, if! Never Sold My Saddle 
was actually a horse, you’d be 
forced to shoot it. 

I Never Sold My Saddle docu- 
ments the rise, fall and rise 
again of Tyson. He gets the 
main credit for writing the 
book — but it’s Toronto writer 





Colin Escott who's responsible 
for the damage 

As expected, it’s a sympathetic 
treatment of Tyson's life. The 
book only touches upon his mar- 
ital problems with ex-wife Sylvia 
and almost completely glosses 
over Tyson’s alcoholic overindul- 
gences. 

The most explicit Tyson gets is 
when he describes his weekly gigs 
at a Calgary bar: “I had to make a 
living, but I'd be a wreck at the end 
of the week. I'd get out on the 
ranch, get my health back, then a 
couple of months later I'd be back 
at the Ranchman’s.” 

What’s even more annoying is 
the fact that Tyson doesn’t take 
responsibility for some of his fail- 
ures. Instead, he likes to blame 
others. His ex-wife Sylvia. The 
Beatles, for cutting his success as a 
folk-singer short. The Nashville 
scene. Even his audiences. 

Describing one gig at a Califoria 
bar, he says “We had gone from the 
hippest thing around to being 
booed. I knew there was something 
wrong with that audience.” Could 
it be possible that there was some- 
thing wrong with Tyson's act? Nah, 





what a silly thought! 

I Never Sold My Saddle could 
have been a good book. But the 
length and writing style of Escott 
sink this one. Escott must have 
written this after only a four-hour 
interview session with the cow- 
boy messiah - and it probably took 
even less time to crank the text 
out. If he had taken a bit more 
time to craft this story, itwouldn’t 
have sounded so pretentious - the 
antithesis of the simple and down- 
to-earth cowboy 


Wide swath 


Still, I Never Sold My Saddle 
does manage to have one redeem- 
ing feature. You'll get a kick out of 
the writing and how progressively 
stupid it becomes. You'll be treat- 
ed to such creative lines as “the 
cowboy stands fora self-reliance in 
an era when the state mollycoddles 
us from birth to senility” and “after 
Ian and Sylvia divorced, Ian cut a 
wide swath through the available 
and unavailable women of south- 
ern Alberta.”

hen Janet Mozak decided to 

open a new art gallery she en- 
countered a lot of scepticism. Of 
course, the idea of opening any 
new business in a depressed econ- 
omy — let alone an art gallery — is 
bound to provoke cautious reac- 
tions. But Mozak's idea wasn’t to 
open just an ordinary art gallery. 
She wanted to specialize in student 
art, artworks created by university, 
college, even high school students. 

“I had a lot of people doubt- 
ing,” she says. “They would say ‘I 
can’t see why you're taking a 
chance on student art.’ I didn’t 
see what the chance was. If you 
can buy an original piece of art 
for $300 dollars instead of a print 
for the same price... And who 
knows, you may find that you have 
the next Picasso.” 

As it turns out, Mozak seems to 
have made a pretty safe business 
decision. In the six months since 
she opened shop on the second 
level of Manulife West trade has 
been brisk. Who are her clients? 


Swiping gold cards 


“Everybody. I get a lot of people 
from Manulife and the adjoining 
buildings buying artworks for the 
office. But the gallery appeals to 
pretty well anybody, and not just 
the wealthy buyers. You get people 
swiping their gold cards through, 
and people who are scraping to- 
gether whatever they have to buy 
Paintings.” 

And although the idea of buying 
“the next Picasso” may be tantaliz- 
ing for some, Mozak doesn't see 
the investment buyer as her prima- 
ry client base. 

“I'd say 95 per cent of the people 
who have bought art in here have 
bought it because they like it, not 
because it was an investment.” 

The idea for the gallery came to 
Mozak when she was driving 
through the city with her brother 
one day about a year ago. Although 
she was an artist herself she had 
never studied formally and wasn’t 
seared to Be art com- 

‘brother, 














pretty quickly that there weren't 
many sources for advice and guid- 
ance with the particular concept 
that she had in mind. 

“This is the first gallery of this 
type that I know of, so I’ve pretty 
well had to make up my own rules.” 

Predictably, some of the other 
dealers weren’t too delighted with 
the idea of a new gallery offering 
art by amateur artists at cut-rate 
prices, but she received some en- 
couragement, too, especially from 
art educators. For example, she 
Says that Desmond Rochefort, the 
head of the Department of Art at 
the University of Alberta, thought 
the idea was “terrific,” and imme- 
diately offered her some leads. 

Despite the success of the gal- 
lery, Janet Mozak says she didn’t

Parts of 
it are interesting, but it would 
be a lot more fun if we didn’t have 
to learn anything. 

The Edmonton Space and Sci- 
ences Centre, however, is devoted 
to education, specifically education 
about space. Not the space shown 
in Star Trek, where Kirk and Picard 
zip across the galaxy at the push of 
_a button, but real space, space with 
pulsars, quasars, and lots of very 
big numbers. None of that lock-on- 
phasers-and-fire gobbledegook 
for us. 

Wait a minute. That's the voice 
of Geordi La Forge, chief engineer 
of the Enterprise. What gives? 

The fact is, to get children (and 
adults) to learn things, education 
often has to be disguised as enter- 
tainment and what more 
appropriate entertainment for as- 
tronomy than Star Trek, and who 
more appropriate to teach it than 
the Enterprise's Mr. Science, Lieu- 
tenant Commander Geordi La 
Forge, voiced by LeVar Burton? 

Most productions of this kind 
take one of two forms. First there is 
the He-Man cartoon, in which he

turns during the credits and says 
“fasten your seat belt.” Then there 
is the thinly-disguised lecture, in 
which a child just happens to ask a 
professor how, say, a lightbulb 
works, or how plants get their food 
from sunlight 

For example, running concur- 
rently with Orion Rendezvous is a 
laser light show called The Great 
Space Chase. This nutty little pro- 
duction concerns the theft of a 
new-fangled invention by the infa- 
mous Captain Zenon ("I told you 
that Captain Zenon was a Strange 
name for a janitor, but nooooo, 
you wouldn't listen.”) It's up to a 
space cop riding car 54 to track 
him down. This is really just an 
excuse for lectures on astronomy 
and laser interpretations of space- 
related songs (Monty Python's “The 
Galaxy Song,” for example). 


laser groupies 


Apparently, the Zeidler Theatre 
is a home away from home to laser 
groupies, people who come every 
time a new show appears at the 
Centre. There are also those who 
come because they like the music it 
is based on. 

Star Trek: Orion Rendezvous 
falls into the latter category, at- 
tracting mainly (i.e. only) those 
who are already fans of Star Trek 
The Next Generation. As newly- 
graduated Starfleet cadets, the 
audience is sent on their first mis- 
sion: to accompany the 
Hawking-class science vessel 
Antares on a series of jumps past 
several examples of stellar phe- 
nomena. As they will be jumping 
through a kind of wormhole tun- 
nel, they are unsure of precisely 
where they will reappear. 

“This is a real mission,” warns La 
Forge. “Space is filled with un- 
known dangers. Anyone who wants 
to back out now can leave.” 

We never actually see La Forge. 
The presentation is, like other ed- 
ucational Zeidler productions, a 
combination of sound, slides, la- 
sers, and funky lighting effects. 
This makes the pacing of the pres- 
entation kind of slow; very young 
children may fall asleep — at least 
until the next time the ship strobes 
into warp. It also means that we 
never actually see Geordi or any 














of the other characters; all we get 
is his voice 

Those who choose to brave the 
unknown dangers of space are 
treated to a conversation between 
Geordi and the Antares captain, 
who plays the role that Kirk and 
Picard do so well. You know the 
routine: the Enterprise encoun- 
ters some strange space doohicky 
and Kirk/Picard asks Spock/Data 
to explain it. The idea that the 
captain of a starship should actu- 
ally know anything about stars 
seems to have escaped a lot of 
scriptwriters 

This routine is played out sever- 
al times. It seems, (in a remarkable 
coincidence that occurs only in 
educational productions) that each 
exit out of the wormhole occurs 
during a different example of stel- 
lar phenomena, of which the 
chances are approximately “1 in 
10 to the 34rd power,” according

in this Australian offering, written and 
directed by Bob Ellis, Noah Taylor plays 
Kenneth Elkin. We meet him in his early 
teens at a Seventh Day Adventist Bible 
Camp in 1956. This gawky lisping Oz 
lad, loyal to his church, has only a few 
questions regarding its doctrine’s conti- 
nuity. However, an encounter with a 
church outcast, The Shepherd’s Rod 
(Peter Gwynne) convinces a gullible Elkin 
that the end of the world is nigh and 
urgency surges into his hormonal mind. 
Its focus? The pastor’s daughter Esther 
(Alice Garner). 

The story jumps to 1962 during his 
gollege days, where his characteritakes 
onsome decidedly odd habits. If there’s 
a trellis with a window, nearly any ex- 
cuse will do to climb it. He is chums in 
poverty’ with McAlister (Jack 
Campbell), a rugged Henry Miller sort 
who should be the Bohemian type, 
but instead serves as counterpoint to 
a very unorthodox Elkin. His love this 
time is Jennie (Miranda Otto), daughter 
of a newspaper tycoon, This would seem 
to be an advantage to an aspiring jour- 
nalist. But the Cuban Missile Crisis in- 
tervenes, and again, “the end of the 
world is nigh, very nigh.” 

Now Elkin does the prophesizing, and 
is labelled a late-day Nostradamus. 

Ellis, flashing foward and back, inter- 
twines these cyclical, nearly parallel sto- 
ries of Elkin's loves and lusts. Elkin is a 
_ nerd, a genuine dufus. As a youth, he is 
. naive and forthright 
Se i man, the naivete is eroded 

away, je forthrightness remains. 
Noah ib the only actor | can think 
of who makes the line “Wanna fuck?” 
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past his alternating weirdness to an 
eccentic charm. Ulitimately, he over- 
plays himself and reverts to a 
methadrine-gobbling, sugar-craving, tat- 
tooed goof. 

Elkin is a moody character but the 
text and story are not. The script moves 
at a controlled witty pace, and this black 
hero gathers unexpected sympathy, at 
least from me. World catastrophe is con- 
tinually avoided and Elkin carries on 
with a shabby nobility, his past haunting 
him only gently. 

The entire cast is credible to great, and 
Noah Taylor is outstanding. Cinematog- 
rapher Geoff Burton catches textures in- 
trinsic to the story. Bob Ellis has a gem.

ou know him best as Peter Ke- 

nidi in the CBC’s television series 
North of 60. But before the television 
shows, before the films, and before 
live theatre, Tom Jackson was a mu- 
sician playing mostly in his hometown 
of Winnipeg. And now, 10 years after 
he put his musical aspirations on 
the back burner to concentrate on 
acting, he has released his first CD 
entitled No Regrets. 

Jackson hosts the first annual 
Huron Carole Benefit Concert at 
the Myer Horowitz Theatre Dec. 3. 
Performers will include Jerusalem 
Ridge, Bourne and Johnson, Jenni- 
fer Gibson and Laura Vinson and 
Free Spirit. 

Calling from Winnipeg, Jackson 
explained the evolution of his ca- 
reer. 


Full circle 


“It has become a full circle. I 
started out as a singer and my in- 
volvement in music evolved into 
acting. The transition from music 
to theatre was the easiest thing in 
the world because I had already 
played to the toughest crowds. | 
had played in chicken wire cages 
where people showed appreciation 
by throwing beer bottles. After ex- 
periencing that, performing to a 
theatre crowd was easy. 

“The acting led to film and televi- 
sion, and 1 am sure the acting 
business is in part responsible for 
this record being in existence.” 

Jackson was born on a small re- 
serve in Saskatchewan and began 
playing the guitar at a young age. At 
age 16, he was living on the streets of 
Winnipeg and by chance he met a 
local community centre coordinator 
who encouraged him to explore his 
interest in music. After learning how 
to play three songs on the guitar, he 
was given the opportunity to play at 
a school gym. The response he got 
overwhelmed him, as did the realiza- 
tion that he had musical talent and a 
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vibrant stage presence. 

As the years passed, Jackson pur- 
sued music full-time, playing six 
nights a week in his hometown and 
playing at folk festivals across Can- 
ada throughout the 1960s and ‘70s, 
touring with the likes of Bob Dy- 
lan, Neil Young, and Joni Mitchell. 

In the 1960s, Jackson more than 
ever began to think about his iden- 


tity asa Native person and the Na- 
tive political issues that were 
surfacing. For many years, he had 
taken an aggressive stance against 
the events that were challenging 
his beliefs. But when music be- 
came a driving force in his life, he 
made the decision to use it as a tool 
to voice his concerns instead of 
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resorting to violence. 

“I went through a period of time 
when my beliefs as a Native person 
were militant and radical. I believed 
the only way things could be con- 
fronted was in a physical way, But 
after a time, I realized if you have 
any sense of logic, of reason and of 
compassion, there has got to be 
another way.” 


Jackson’s new-found maturity has 
also led him to devote massive 
amounts of time and energy sup- 
porting causes dedicated to helping 
less fortunate members of society. 

“Regardless if] have a recording 
career or an acting career, | will 
always support an organization 
(known as the Christmas and Winter 


Relief Association) that has a man- 
date to raise money for homeless 
people. That is the drive in my life. 1 
can laugh at the entertainment in- 
dustry because I don’t take it 
seriously. It’s not the focus of my life. 
My life is devoted to changing the 
world.” 

His celebrity status undoubtedly 
helps his pursuit of change, but it

also helped to fulfil his long-time 
dream of recording his music. To 
his surprise, Jackson was ap- 
proached by a record company to 
record a CD, They promised not to 
interfere in the studio and allowed 
him to choose his producer. Jack- 
son picked Tim Thorney, whose 
recent success has been linked 
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with the rapidly rising status of 
Cassandra Vasik and songwriter 
Erica Ehm. Both men knew each 
other from their early Winnipeg 
days, and Thorney proved to be 
exactly the kind of producer Jack 
son was looking for. 

“I wanted to work with someone 
who could go nose-to-nose with 
me and not be intimidated by m) 
physical size or my outspokeness 
he said. 


Start fresh 


Thorney encouraged Jackson to 
shelve decades of accumulated 
songs he had written and to start 
fresh. Together the two began 
collaborate and came up with 1() 
well-crafted songs for the CD. 

His first recording effort show 
cases Jackson’s abundance of life 
experiences and skill as a musician 
His voice is rich, captivating and 
soothing. Each song is threaded with 
a country music feel and is layered 
with thoughtful lyrics normally found 
in the folk music genre. 

Jackson describes himself as an 
introspective person and, regard- 
less of his success as an actor or 
future success as a musician, it is 
the most simplistic of philosophies 
that bring him joy. 

“What makes me happy,” said 
Jackson, “is the difference between 


going hat in handand asking some- 
thing and going hat in hand full of 
things and allowing people to take 
something out of that hat without 
prejudice.” 



































t's mid-October and Robyn Hitch- 

cock is holding court at the Side- 
track in a less-than-ideal billing: an 
opening spot for a blues tribute 
band called Texas Flood. Armed 
with an acoustic guitar, a Byrds- 
like voice and his unstoppable, 
otherworldly imagination, the Brit 
singer quickly captured the admi- 
ration of fans and assortedSidetrack 
denizens alike, garnering himself 
rwo encores. 

It wasn't just the liberal helping 
of tunes from every phase of his 20- 
year-or-so career. His between-song 
patter demonstrated not only a 
keen sense of humor, but the rare 
ability to tiltreality sideways with a 
mere twist of phrase. 

“Let me get a look at all of you,” 
he said, shielding his eyes dramat- 
ically at one point. “There's you, 
there’s you over there, and then 
there’s that lot,” he said, discover- 
ing the patrons seatedin the boxcar 
section of the bar. “Up there in the 
dining car. Whenit’s midnight, it'll 
start pulling slowly away.” 


Catchy melodies 


Ever-quotable, ever inscrutable, 
Robyn Hitchcock is one of thebest- 
kept secrets of the pop music world. 
His savvy at concocting catchy mel- 
odies and lush walls of harmonic 
sound would, on another planet, 
qualify him as a musical genius. 
But it’s his eccentric, lyrical wiz- 
ardry that has banned Hitchcock

from the star-spangled legions of 
pop grandeur normally relegated 
to the Michael Boltons and Mariah 
Careys of terra firma. 

A quick scan through his song 
titles alone — “Madonna of the 
Wasps,” “My Wife and My Dead 
Wife,” “The Man With the Light- 
bulb Head” and “Uncorrected 
Personality Traits” would easily 
eliminate him from latter-day Hit 
Parade contention 

Then there's this ditty from “King- 
dom of Love,” typical of his seemingly 
warped, and sometimes scathing, 
psyche: “You've been laying eggs 
under my skin/ Now they're hatch- 
ing out under my chin/ Now there’s 
tiny insects showing through/ And 
all them tiny insects look like you.” 

Unlike that venomous passage, 
Hitchcock is affable and accomo- 
dating personally — he gladly 
consented to an hour-long inter- 
view after a lengthy set. But when 
the questioning starts, he is some- 
thing of a curmudgeon, especially 
cagey when itseems he'll be nailed 
down to some sort of definition. 

“T’'ve had my head dissected by 
numerous, eminent literary sur- 
geons over the years, trying to figure 
out what it does,” sighed Hitch- 
cock. “I mean, no one knows how 
the brain works, really, any more 
than they know the Australian out- 
back, inch by inch. Maybe the 
aborigines do, but then, they don’t 
do interviews.” 

He was happiest when talking 
about Bob Dylan, a major influ- 
ence during his formative years. 
His approach to songwriting is tra- 
ditional, his personal honors 
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reserved for masters of the craft 
“So you're a real songs guy,” one of 
us ventured 

“Does that surprise you?” he 
snapped. Point taken. Hitchcock 
does not gladly suffer the obvious 

He was probably a lot mellower 
when his twisted musical journey 
started as a student going to Cam- 
bridge University. 

“I wasn't really there,” he of- 
fered. “I was briefly trying to study 
English, but 1 wasn’t really inter- 
ested in it. It was 1971. I was just 
smoking pot and fantasizing about 
being a musician. I dropped out.” 


Psychedelic revival 


He formed The Soft Boys in 1976, 
which in an era dominated bypunk 
rock, started the psychedelic reviv- 
al early with music influenced by 
the Velvet Underground and Syd 
Barrett (the founder and abortive 
genius of Pink Floyd, whose deteri- 
orating sanity put Roger Waters in 
the captain's chair). After releasing 
suchindependent albums as A Can 
of Bees andUnderwater Moonlight, 
they disbanded in 1981. 

Hitchcock then put out off-beat 
solo albums likeGroovy Decay and 
1 Often Dream of Trains. Four years 
later, he launched the Egyptians 
(with former Soft Boys Andy Met- 
calfe and Morris Windsor), who 
released their first full-length LP, 
Fegmania. The single, “Heaven,” 
from that album, is the closest 
Hitchcock has come to an outright 
hit. To his recollection, the best 
selling CD he ever issued was Per- 
spex Island, released in 1991. Last 


year, he left the A&M label after a 
“mutual” agreement 

Mainstream success still eludes 
him, but he’s not about to buyinto 
the superficial baggage that come 
with the gold records. Take his as- 
sessment of The City of Dreams, for 
instance 

“There's that sort of feeling of 
festering in Los Angeles. There's 
always that feeling of something 
nasty going on in theundergrowth 
You know, it's too good to be true 
There’s all thisvegetation and peo- 
ple trying to feel good about 
themselves, even though they've 
got their soul biodex tattooed to 
the back of their necks. And every- 
body’s trying to be frantically shiny 
and positive,and you can just smell 
the rot. The more Los Angeles tries 
to preen itself, the filthier a shad- 
ow it casts. It’s an intriguing place 
— there’s nowhere like it — but, I 
suppose it doesn’t wear its scars 
right on the surface, because it’s a 
cosmetic city.” 

Besides, he’s already won over a 
slew of disciples. There is even a 
Hitchcock fan club called Pleas- 
ures of the Aching Void. He's also 
chums with Michael Stipe, whose 
band REM recorded “Arms ofLove” 
as a flip-side to a single. 

“They didn't get the chords 
right,” lamented Hitchcock about 
the cover. “Nobody actually both- 
ered to work out the changes.” 

He hinted that the fate of the Egyp- 
tians is undecided, but his headspace 
for now is in the solo route. 

“It started off as more of a side- 
line, but now it’s becoming much 
more. I like doing one-man shows 








famous if he wasn’t so weird 


It's really very simple.” 

Not that Hitchcock really has an- 
ything against the troupe format 
But, you see, there's this concept 
called market saturation 

“I think it’s still the thing to do, to 
form bands,” he said.“There’s mil- 
lions of new bands coming up and 
the old ones won't go away. I don’t 
know how it affects things like the 
Stones and that bunch, whether that 
affects people at the bottom end. But 
the companies are still signing. More 
and more crows are descending on 
the same old piece of cake.” 

And at 41, Hitchcock still seems 
eager enough to dive in forsome of 
the crumbs. Although currently 
unsigned, he recently recorded a 
seven-inch single (ina basement in 
Olympia, Washington), slated fora 
Christmans release on K Records. 
Rykodisc has just finished packag- 
ing a Soft Boys anthology. And 
Rhino is putting together a collec- 
tion of old Hitchcock solo material 
due next spring 


Pyramid of work 


“It’s quite good stuff, actually,” 
said Hitchcock about the retro re- 
leases. “There's going to be a great 
pyramid of work coming out— it’s 
a living tombstone, really. I want to 
make sure it’scarved properly. And 
then, people won't need anything 
new from me for awhile.” 

Fat chance. Hitchcock still plans 
to record new numbers this win- 
ter. But whatever hits the street, he 
will still remain an an enigmatic 
property shunned by pop culture's 
powers that be

T here's probably nothing tougher 
in the music industry than re- 
cording the follow-up to a 
smash-hit. And the process must be 
all the more gruelling if the album 
in question wins a major award. 
Blowout Comb is the brand new 
follow-up from the Digable Plan- 
ets, Brooklyn's jazzcore rappin’ 
trio. To follow up their Grammy- 
winning debut (best rap album), 
Reachin' (a new refutation of time 
and space), the band employed a 
bunch of locals to give the recorda 
Brooklyn vibe. Blowout Comb is 
far more than the Planets’ creating 
a group of songs about the bor- 
ough every track bleeds 
together in an attempt to create a 
jazz-driven, urban landscape. 


Direct reflection 


“Our music is a direct reflection 
of who we are,” said rapper Mary 
Anne “Ladybug” Vieira over the 
phone from Toronto during a re- 
cent promo tour. “Dropping names 
and streets — in light of all the 
different rap groups, that claim to 
be this and that — it solidifies our 
own place.” 

She said it’s especially important 
for black artists to retain their sense 
of who they are and where they 
come from before gettingswallowed 
into the white-dominated game we 
know as the record industry. 

“When you listen to Dr. Dre and 
Snoop (Doggy Dogg) they use local 
references as examples of where 
they've been and what they've been 
through,” said Ladybug.

Digable Pla nets 


years back when Brooklyn natives 
Vieira, Ishmael “Butterfly” Butler and 
Craig “Doodlebug” Irvin met as stu- 
dents in Washington, D.C. The 
Planets began their rise to the top of 
the rap heap in 1993 with the release 
of the ultra cool “Rebirth of Slick 
(Cool Like Dat)” single, which went 
down as the top rap track of the year. 
While Ladybug admitted the Planets 
were far from the first to unite rap 
and jazz, they were the ones to push 
it into the mainstream. 

“We sampled funk, too,” said La- 
dybug, “but it was overlooked. It’s 
all become part of this acid jazz/ 
rap-bop bullshit that’s been going 
around in the media.” 

While Butterfly'’s ideas dominat- 
ed Reachin’, Ladybug said both 
Doodlebug and herself became 
comfortable enough in the studio 
to make Blowout Comb a truly col- 
laborative effort. To keep the feel 
of the record completely local, the 
band decided to produce it them- 
selves and enlisted the help of 
friends such as former Gang Starr 
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member Guru (whose latest project 
is the hybridJ/azzamatazz) and Jeru 
the Damaja, a local rapper who the 
Planets hope will use his appear- 
ance on Comb to boost his chances 
of landing his own record deal. 
Ladybug said the Grammy and 
the hype surrounding the band’s 
second record will make them even 
more susceptible to being swal 
lowed up by white America. But to 
her, it’s all part of the status quo 


Black culture 


“Popular culture has always tak- 
en from black culture in both music 
and fashion. Take a look at Calvin 
Klein ads, with Marky Mark and his 
baggy pants. He’s grabbing his 
thing. That's black attitude. Take a 
look at Quentin Tarantino’s films 
That's black culture.” 

So how does a black person re- 
tain his/her identity, Ms. Ladybug? 
She answers the question with a 
hint of Michael Franti. 

“We urge African-Americans to 
be thinkers and turn off the televi- 
sion — because our thoughts have 
been prescribed by television.” 

Rap music has always tried to shake 
the stigma of being a haven for mi- 
sogynists. Terms such as “bitch” and 
“ho” located in the text of a rap 
musicians’ lyric has become com- 
monplace. Ladybug admitted rap’s 
reputation isn’ta case of media exag- 
geration. But she added being a 
woman's voice in rap is much the 
same as trying to be a strong wom- 
an’s voice in any. part of 
male-dominated society. 

“Rap music is definitely misogy- 
nist. But small communities 
emulate the whole; the _ greater, 
what their mother does.”

Besides being co-produced by 
industrialists Nine Inch Nails’ Trent 
Reznor, the album also has the dis- 
tinction of being the first release 
on Nothing/Interscope Records, 
which until now has been the sole 
stomping grounds of NIN. — 
The Los Angeles-based band was 








formed to represent thoughts and 
philosophies Manson began inves- 
tigating between the late '80s and 
1990. 


Hollywood Babylon 


“Marilyn Manson was aname that 
came to me from my research and 
fascination with Hollywood Baby- 
lon, mass murder and cult leaders 
and their relationship to pop stars,” 
he explained. 

“It's sort of along the lines of 
Hegel’s theory of diametrically-op- 
possed archetypes. I took two 
extremes, Marilyn and Manson 
names which immediately identify 
with each person.” 

Added Manson, "I thought 
putting these two together created 
the perfect dichotomy of male and 
female, beauty and ugliness, ex- 
treme positive and negative." 

With those opposites at play, the 
Marilyn Manson universe was in 
total harmony. 

"With that balance," said Man- 
son, "I was able to be ina grey area 
that transcended good and evil, 
male and female.” 

After the formation, which start- 
ed out as a duo, subsequent band 
members took on pseudonyms 
which outrageously emphasized the 
band's concept. 

Guitarist Daisy Berkowitz, 
bassist Twiggy Ramirez and per- 
cussionist Sara Lee Lucas joined 
the fold with previous experience. 
Manson and keyboardist Madon- 
na Wayne Gacy took on the project 
as musical novices. 

“I think there’s a certain quality 
to amateur attempts at music,” said 
Manson, “because you don't know 
all the rules so you're not afraid to 
break them.” 


Sublime structures 


Altough one would expect the 
band to be driven after hearing too 
many GWAR albums and Kode IV 
remixes, Manson actually found his 
footsteps following the sublime 
structures of such artists as David 
Bowie. 

He also found works like the 
Beatles’ White Album and the early 
recordings of Alice Cooper to be 
inspirational. 
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With all the work put into mak- 
ing the album function as a display 
piece for his thoughts instead of a 
collection of singles, one may ask 


about the band's source of motiva 
tion. A possible answer can be 
found in one of Manson's first com- 
ments during the interview

i n 1967, when The Beatles’ Sgt.

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out the urgency to give our belov- 
ed planet just what she needs. “The 
Tree Planting Song” celebrates the 
ripple effect of a good deed that 
encourages and empowers us. And 
the title track is a reminder that we 
as humans are here to protect and 
distinguish between right and 
wrong. 

His other release, The Lark in the 
Clear Aire, is an exquisite collec- 
tion of Irish descants that at once 
soothe and energize, fulfilling the 
mandate of the best of today’s new 
age music. It also melodically re- 
flects the untamed splendor of both 
Canada and Millar’s native Ireland. 

With this maiden foray into the 
instrumental genre, the music is 
allowed to breathe its beauty in its 


tery and the ludicrous irreverence 
of young and old alike. Millar came 
to know disenchantment as vio- 
lence broke out in his beloved 
Ireland and he witnessed children 
grow old before their time. 

While in his teens, Millar, with 
brothers George and Joe and boy- 
hood pals Jimmy Ferguson and 
Wilcil McDowell, emigrated to Can- 
ada with families in tow and settled 
in Toronto. But in the early '60s 
during the coffeehouse folksinging 
craze, Will tried his luck in Calgary 
where he landed a spot on a local 
children's television program. 

His old buds, who were encour- 
aged by Will's success, soon made 
their way to Stampede City and 
The Irish Rovers were born in

own right, without words to clutter 
up the senses. The haunting Celtic 
airs, resplendent with tin whistles, 
lute and Irish harps evoke images 
of Millar's own childhood: “The 
swells of tides under harbor walls 
and pounding surf around hidden 
coves, rough shell-lined beaches 
and salt-sprayed rocks.” 


Idyllic setting 


Both projects were recorded in 
an idyllic setting at Millar's sophis- 
ticated home studio overlooking 
picturesque Saanich Inlet on Van- 
couver Island, where he lives with 
his wife in an old sea captain’s 
lodge. Their three children pro- 
vide him with a bountiful source of 
creative stimulation as his story- 
telling prowess is ever-challenged 
to match their fertile curiosity. 

The legacy of The Irish Rovers 
(who briefly bounced back as The 
Rovers in the '80s with singer Tom 
Paxton's decidedly adult ditty 
“Wasn't That A Party”) is well-docu- 
mented in Millar’s book Children 
of the Unicorn. However, his abili- 
ty to spin a yarn came honestly ata 
very young age.

From his somewhat safer Cana- 
dian surroundings, and with 
memories of his war-torn home 
across the pond, Millar was later 
moved to make an Irish award-win- 
ning documentary, Children of the 
Gael, which showed amidst the 
country’s perpetual riots, the in- 
domitable spirits of the children 
struggling to love in a world gone 
mad. Having great empathy for 
youth, Millar served as the honor- 
ary voice for UNICEF Can 
1980, which earned him the Danny 
Kaye Humanitarian Award. |

Waymore’s Blues (Part Il) is the must-have 
country album of the year. It features the 
legendary Waylon at his raunchy best, re- 
plete with raw vocals and rough guitar 
playing. Produced by Don Was, many of the 
songs have a layered, moody atmosphere 
akin to the work of Daniel Lanois, which is 
not characteristic of country music. But 
most of all, what stands out on this album 
are the songs, each of which is acondensed 
story, usually involving a romantic adven- 
ture.

While Platinum Jive is still shockingly 
retro, it manages to pull influences from 
Parliament to the heavy wah-wahs of Deep 
Purple. It’s too early (and the record’s still 
inconsistent) to call ita comeback, but at 
least Big Chief is back on track. 

While the band uses the oh-so-chic big 
chunky '70s sounds (but who doesn’t right 
now) to create their strongest tracks (suchas 
the pounding “Lion’s Mouth,” the album's 
lead and strongest track) the band hasn’tlost 
sight of using the method as parody. “Simply 
Barry” isasultry sex-disco piece basedaround 
a fictional music star-stud.

Sure, the '70s are hip, and Big Chief use 
the techniques in Platinum Jive more than 
they did on their previous record. But this 
leaves me wondering. If the bands of today 
(who lived their formative years in the 70s) 
are reviving the mellotron and bring back 
the wah-wah pedal, will alternative bands of 
the next decade (who will have lived their 
formative years in the ’80s) start repackaging 
the power ballad and call it something new 
and cutting edge? | wonder...

Jazz pianist Randy Weston has devoted his life 
tounearthing African musical styles and brir g- 
ing them to the attention of an appreciative 
public. For The Splendid Master Gnawa Musi 
cians, Weston wentto Marrakech, Morrocco 
and gathered nine of North Africa's musical 
masters for a four-day recording session 

The masters, some of whom died within 
months of the making the recording, play 
the hag’houge, a lute strung with goat gut 
They believe their music has healing prop- 
erties and that each master musician has a 
note that corresponds to a color, and that 
they “vibrate” to that color 

To listen to this recording is to be trans- 
ported to another time and culture. The 
vocals and lute wind around the rhythmic 
handclaps. The metallic clatter ofthe kakobars 
— a castenet-like instrument — and the 
drums add color and accents to the hypnotic 
chants. If it's unadulterated virtuosity you 
crave, listen to Sound Playing. For 43 minutes, 
the masters trade lute solos, each more 
astonishing than the last Splendid indeed!
